Zionist Conspiracy 


To Obtain Records Of 
Common Sense Defeated 


On June 14th, 1950, Conde McGinley, Editor 
afte 


and another victory for 
Americanism over Communism. 

This is an almost unbelievable story of the 
inside maneuverings that take place to those who 
are fighting Communism, and dates back to 
Friday afternoon, June 17, 1949, when the 
Zionists attempted to confiscate the records, files, 
etc. of COMMON SENSE to satisfy a judgment 
about which the Editor knew nothing. The “au- 
thority” for this was based upon some litigation 
in regard to a printing bill which a group of men, 
of which Mr. McGinley was not a member, ar- 
ranged for the printing of COMMON SENSE. 
Because of smear and pressure from Zionist 


aareed with Mr. Bauer, the Christian owner " of 
the printing firm, to see that the bill was paid if 
given time. Everything went along fine until 
shortly thereafter Zionists bought into Mr. 
Bauer’s business and demanded that he stop 
printing COMMON SENSE and ‘turn over to 
them the account of COMMON SENSE for col- 
lection. The account was turned over by the new 
owner to Mr. Dvorin, an attorney, and President 
of the Zionists of Linden and Roselle, who im- 
mediately began angling to gt COMMON SENSE 
into court. When our attorney spoke to him 
about settling out of court, he said “That is a 
dirt sheet and has to be stopped.” No mention 
of collecting the money! It was proven many 
times in court that there was a definite con- 
spiracy to get the records, and getting the money 
was only secondary. Following is a letter which 
was addressed to the Editor of the Elizabeth 
Daily Journal, a year ago to clarify the matter 
— gives a fairly concise review of the situa. 


eal Sir: 
In your issues of June 22nd and July 1st 
you published articles with reference to the anti 
paper, COMMON SENSE, and my: 
self. Inasmuch as this information did not come 
from us, and believing you are anxious to pub. 
lish the facts with reference to an occurrenc¢ 
which is of much interest to many in Union 
County and the United States, I take the liberty 
of giving you a brief outline of the facts regard. 
+ the Zionist-inspired raid on our office, Juna 


To start with, I did not owe the printing bill 
and was not a member of the patriotic group 
that met with the original owner of the Union 
Register and agreed to pay the printing if I 
would devote my full time without salary. Per- 
sonnel of the group changed and when suit was 
brought I assumed the responsibility of trying 
to have the bill reduced $1200, amount of the 
overcharge, and arrange to pay $1500 the cor- 
rect amount. 

More than two years ago Zionists began to 
complain to Union Register about printing 
COMMON SENSE, but the owner continued to 
print for us. Shortly after, Grant Bauer, sold 
the controlling interest to this outside group 
and the name was changed to “Suburban Pub- 
lishers.” We have bills marked paid amounting 

from Mr. Bauer, but when the 

new stockholders came in, we received several 

months invoices at one time, resulting in an

overcharge of $1200, Mr. Schlossberg and Mr. 


‘Dvorin, Zionist leaders of Linden, forced Mr. 


Bauer to turn this account over to them. This 
they were later to use as a beach-head to get 
into our office and secure our records so as to 
stop our exposure of Communism and Zionism 
which are full brothers. In doing this, they have 
had full cooperation of New York Zionist law- 
yers. 

Our attorney tried to arrange a settlement, 
but their answer was that COMMON SENSE is 
a dirt sheet and should be stopped. 

Following this, we made arrangements with 
turee different printers, paying our bills 
promptly, but Zionists brought underhanded 
pressure to bear which stopped each in time. 
One concern was prevented from having type 
set for his own paper by any linotype operator 
in two counties until he discontinued COMMON 
Sense. This is tolerance and freedom of the 
press, Communist style! Keep in mind there 
are more than 400 Communist-controlled publi- 
cations in the United States which are not in- 
terfered with. 

About the 15th of June, Attorney Dvorin, 
speaking with the judge with a view to having 
our case called, was told the case would be tried 
June 22nd. Dvorin asked our attorney, John A. 
Matthews, Jr. how much we admitted owing. 
Mr. Matthews answered that for two years we 
admitted $1500. Mr. Matthews understood no 
action was to be made until the trial a week 
later; however, Mr. Dvorin asked the Judge for, 
and received, a judgment for $1500. Mr. Dvorin 
quickly arranged with two Deputies, Messrs. 
Greenberg and Coplin, and an unknown Jew, a 
rush raid on the office of COMMON SENSE. 

They did not stop at the Union Police De- 
partment to have the police accompany them, 
which is the customary practice, for if they had, 
they would not have been able to start a fight 
and get me in jail so they would be left free to 
go through our important papers. Accompanied 
by a police officer I would have known who they 
were, mt the four Jews who entered the office 
were in plain clothes and showed neither papers 
nor badge, 

Were they interested in colleceing money? 
What did they take off in a truck? Items cost- 
ing from $200 to $1100 having. ready resale 
value, were passed by, but they were careful to 
take eight drawers of research information. on 
more than 100 Communist fronts involving many 
prominent Jewish leaders. They did hot take an 
addressograph machine which could easily. be 
turned to cash, but took card index files in 
cardboard boxes! 

During the past ten years Zionists and Com- 
munists have crushed many leaders in Congress 
and others who dared stand up for America. 
Zionists in Germany, and from Texas to Maine, 
have been asking their leaders to stop COMMON 
SENSE. When our attorney John A. Matthews, 
Jr. succeeded in having our records impounded 
in a jail cell, who is appointed Master to go over 
these records and decide which should be re- 
turned to us, but former Judge Henry.S. Wald- 
juan, a Zionist. 

And in New York, Judge Samuel Kaufman, 
a Zionist, is appointed to preside over the trial 
cf Alger Hiss. And Zionist Felix Frankfurter 
comes down from the Supreme Court to testify 
as to the character of Hiss, one of the invisible 
government stooges. . When will America’ wake 
up? Are the Zionists to be allowed to stop 
COMMON SENSE, the only all-out movement in 
the. east to expos¢ Communism? They would 
gladly pay a hundred thousand dollars to destroy 
us 


’ Now I am bound over to the Grand Jury, 
charges, assault and battery which is ridiculous. 
The Communist method the world over is to 


_ destroy the leaders and render the masses help- 


less. To those who do not know that Communism 
and Zionism spring from the same source, we 
challenge any living Zionist authority, preferably 
a Rabbi, to debate the question in the press, on 
the platform, or in the courts. This would be 
the American way to discredit and stop COM- 
MON SENSE, not by intimidation and trickery. 
If Christianity and America is to survive, 
courageous Americans must take a stand quickly. 
CONDE McGINLEY. 

So on June 17, 1949, in the middle of the 
afternoon, two men in sport clothes, later identi- 
fied as deputies—Harry Kaplan and Alfred 
Greenberg—walked into the offices of COMMON 
SENSE and, without identifying themSelves, pro- 
ducing badges or other credentials, or without 
performing lawful service of any kind of writ, 


they informed Mr. McGinley ‘they were there to 


take out “everything but the four walls.” 

Not having knowledge of any litigation in 
which he was involved, and finding himself alone 
(the girl in the office having fled) with .two 
obviously unfriendly individuals, Mr. McGinley 
made several attempts to get to the office *phone 
to call the police for help, but was prevented 
from doing so for more than twenty minutes by 
the deputies. The Editor made an attempt to 
reach the corner store to ’phone, followed by Mr. 
Greenberg, who again prevented him from mak- 
ing any ’phone calls. It was outside of the build- 
ing some 77 feet from the office of COMMON 
SENSE that Greenberg placed a handcuff on 
Mr. McGinley’s previously injured wrist, and 


‘twisted it until there were adhesions and the 


wrist swollen to twice its normal size. The Editor 
was taken to jail but was promptly released and 
escorted back to the office. Upon returning, Mr. 
McGinley surprised Mr. Coplan, attorney Dvorin 
and an- unidentified Zionist. This Soviet-style raid 
had all the earmarks of a well-planned and exe- 
cuted affair, as what followed clearly proved 
that fact. 

Notwithstanding the many irregularities of 
the case, a judgment had been secured for the 
acknowledged amount of the printing bill, un- 
known to Mr. McGinley and in spite of all 
protests, the deputies proceeded to satisfy the 
judgment by removing such things as subscrip- 
tion lists, addressograph plates, and dilapidated 
wooden files containing research on Communist 
frohts and personal correspondence, and ignored 


valuable pieces of equipment such as the addres- |. 


sograph machine, a folding machine valued at 
$1100 (which items alone could have satisfied 
the amount of the judgment), all office furniture, 
a new floor scale, and many other valuable items. 
This entire raid was under the direction of the 
Zionist attorney, Dvorin, who was giving orders 
to the deputies, and the unidentified Zionist who 
was instructed not to reveal his name by Mr. 
Dvorin when asked. Note particularly the things 
that were taken had no monetary value except to 
an organization such as the Anti Defamation 

League, Friends of Democracy, and the like, and 
valuable equipment was left behind. Note also 
the items taken were hand-picked by a Zionist 
attorney with the deliberate intent of carrying 
out his promise to Mr. McGinley’s lawyer “that 
is a dirt sheet and must be stopped.” Through 
the action of our attorney, the records were im- 
mediately impounded in the Union County jail, 


in the Custody of the Sheriff; where they re® 


mained until the judgment was settled. Protests 
that the writ was not made out to Conde Mc- 


‘Ginley, or that he did not owe the bill in the 
first place, were completely disregarded, and 


there was only one way to secure the safe return 
of the records—pay the judgment and fight it 
out later. The judgment was satisfied in full and 
the records were returned intact to the office of 


‘COMMON SENSE:" During this time, Zionist 
‘Dvorin succeeded in securing an order for 


another Zionist, former Judge Waldman, to 
enter the jail with the “excuse” of ascertaining 
the value of the property taken, and it was only 
through the Providence of God that our attorney 


. walked in on the Zionists while they were going 


through the records. And to ascertain the value 
of the records impounded, they came fully 
equipped with an electric recording set! You can 
figure out for yourself what they planned to do. 

Four days later, on the following Tuesday 
evening, about 9:30 o’clock Mr. McGinley was 
arrested for the second time and taken to the 
Union County Jail where he spent the night until 
released under bond the following morning— 
this time for resisting an officer and preventing 
the execution of a writ, assault and battery on 
the persons of Harry Kaplan and Alfred Green- 
berg, the two deputies who a few days earlier 
entered the office of COMMON SENSE with the 
verbal instructions to remove “everything but 
the four walls.” 

After three Grand Juries met and several 
postponements, the case was finally called for 
trial on June 13th, 1950. The State presented its 
witnesses first and, as might be expected, the two 
deputies lied, and lied, and lied, and should be 
tried for perjury. Coplan, a prize fight referee 
weighing 230 pounds Greenberg’ weighing 
190, testified that McGinley did not cooperate 
with them, beat and ill-treated them. They 
admitted under oath they had instructions from 
the Sheriff's office to take orders from Dvorin, 
President of the Zionists in Linden and. Roselle. 
Greenberg stated “Dvorin did not instruct us to 
take all the stuff, but just certain items, mostly 





correspondence.” As a matter of fact, no one did 
any hitting or beating up of anybody! The most 
difficulty was caused by the deputies preventing. 
Mr. McGinley from making a ’phone call to get 
help. Who was afraid of whom? What was the 
objection of these deputies to having a police 
officer present while arresting Mr. McGinley, or 
executing a writ? Mr. McGinley ran out of the 
office in an effort to make a ’phone call but was 
stopped by Mr. Greenberg who placed a hand- 
cuff on his wrist some 77 feet outside the office 
of COMMON SENSE. 

Most important of all was the fact that the 
writ that was supposedly. served on Conde J, 
McGinley (his son) on June 17th, 1949, did not 
give the deputies any right whatever to execute 
the judgment—it merely gave them the authority, 
to SERVE the writ, not execute it! Nothing in 
the law, or in the papers, gave them the authority, 
to follow the directions of an outsider. 

And very conspicuous also wa’ the fact that 
the looming figure in the entire case, Dvorin, the 
Zionist attorney who gave all the orders ‘and 
instructed the deputies, ordered the truck, and 
supervised the loading of the records on the 
truck, the only independent eye witness so far as 
obstructing an officer is concerned, so far as 
assault and battery is concerned, and the mystery. 
man who wore glasses (another Zionist) and 
who furnished the car that brought the four to 
Union, did not appear in court. Why did not the 
State call these men to testify?—the only two 
witnesses who would be impartial so far as the 
complainant’s witnesses. 

Catholics, Jews, Protestants, Agnostics testi- 
fied to the excellent reputation of Conde Mc- 
Ginley. Even the police officer who arrested him 
testified that his reputation is the best. He has 
never had a blemish on his reputation. 

On the stand, Conde McGinley charged that 
the deputies were maneuvered into confiscating 
the records and subscription lists by the Com- 
munist underground. He stated when the deputies 
entered his office on June 17, 1949, they looked 
as though they well might be Communists: mak- 
ing good one of the more than fifty threats on 
his life which he had received and which had 
been previously turned over to the F.B.I. for 
investigation. 

The Jury, in less than a half hour, found 
Conde McGinley guilty only of being a good 
American citizen. 

It was proven again’ and again in court 
that the entire affair was a well-planned and 
directed conspiracy to secure files of COMMON 
SENSE, and thus smear the-contributors, destroy 
the files on the several hundred Communist 
Fronts, and ultimately stop’ the publication of 
COMMON SENSE, as the Communist-Zionists 
have tried to do so many times before. To date 
they have threatened and intimidated six printers 
into discontinuing publishing COMMON SENSE 
during the past four and a half years. The follow- 
ing article appeared in the Newark Evening News 
on June 15th following the acquittal of Conde 
McGinley on all charges.

PUBLISHER IS “NOT GUILTY” ;

ELIZABETH—Conde McGinley, publisher of 
the anti-Communist, anti-Zionist Common Sense, _ 
was found not guilty yesterday by a jury in a 
County Judge Hetfield’s court on charges of — 
obstructing execution of process and assault and 
battery on two Union County sheriff's deputies 
last June. 

The jury deliberated only 30 minutes before. 
bringing in its verdict’ at 5:30 P.M. on the second 
day of the trial.’ 

The state charged McGinley had. obstructed 
execution of a levy on equipment in his ‘publish- 
ing office in 2001-2005 Pleasant’ parkway, Union, 
and struck the deputies, Harry Coplan and Alfred’ 
Greenberg, when they tried to carry out the writ. 
McGINLEY’S CHARGES 

‘The levy was made to satisfy an $1,800 
judgment against McGinley for printing bills 
owed the Suburban Publishing Co. of Union. 

McGinley charged on the stand yesterday, 
that the deputies were ordered to confiscate his 
records .and subscription lists by a Communist 
underground. When the deputies “entered” the 
establishment June 17, 1949, hé said; they did 
not — themselves, making him afraid they,

‘Every time the word “Daily Worker” is used 
in this report it means the Communist Daily 
Worker—that is, a Communist newspaper pub- 
lished in New York by the Communist Party 
and dedicated to the overthrow of this Govern- 
ment. 

He had no more to do with the development 
of the atomic bomb than if there had not been 
such a thing. American scientists developed the

The “bunk” that he is now spreading to try 
to get this country into a world government, for 
the American people to assume the responsibility 
of all the other nations of the earth, to fight

At-this point I am inserting excerpts from 
the report .which I have received from the 
Committee on Un-American Activities today 
relative to Mr. Einstein.

A check of the public files, records, and 
publications of the committee has revealed the 
following information concerning the individual 
listed above: 

- According to a letterhead, dated October 27, 
1942, Prof. Albert Einstein was one of the pat- 








ship was cited as a Communist-front organiza- 
tion in Report No. 1311 of the Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, dated March 29, 1944; 
the same report shows that “in recent months, 
the Communist Party’s principal front for all 
things Russian has been known as the National 
Council for American-Soviet Friendship.” Attor- 
ney General Clark cited the National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship as subversive and 
Communist in lists furnished the Loyalty Review 
Board, which were released to the press by the 
United States Civil Service Commission, Decem- 
ber 4, 1947, and September 21, 1948. 


The Daily Worker of February 26, 1942, 
page 4, named Albert Einstein as one of the 
sponsors of the American Committee for Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born. 


The American Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born was cited as “one of the oldest 
auxiliaries of Communist Party in the United 
States” in Report No. 1311 of the Special Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, dated March 
29, 1944. The organization had previously been 
cited in Report No. 2277 of the committee, dated 
June 25, 1942. The American Committee for’ 
Protection of Foreign Born was cited as sub- 
versive and Communist by Attorney General 
Clark in lists furnished the Loyalty Review 
Board, released to the press by the United 
States Civil Service Commission, June 1, 1948, 
and September 21, 1948. 


Albert Einstein was an endorser of the 
North American Committee To Aid Spanish 
Democracy, as shown in the Daily Worker of 
April 16, 1937, page 2; he was named as a 
sponsor of the North American Committee To 
Aid Spanish Democracy, Medical Bureau, in New 
Masses of May 18, 1937, page 25. In reports of 
the Special Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, dated January 3, 1940, and March 29, 1944, 
the North American Committee To Aid Spanish 
Democracy was cited as a Communist-front or- 
ganization. In a list furnished the Loyalty Review 
Board by Attorney General Clark, which was 
released to the press by the United States Civil 
Service Commission, April 25, 1949, the organiza- 
tion was cited as Communist: » » fraregye 

Albert Einstein was a national sponsor of 
the Spanish Refugee. Appeal of the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee, according to letter- 
heads of that group dated February 26, 1946, and 
February 3, 1948; he signed a petition in defense 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, as 
shown in the Daily Worker of April 28, 1948, 
page 4; and was co-chairman of the national 
reception committee for Madame Irene Joliot- 
Curie, whose speaking tour was sponsored by 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee (in

were Communists out to get him. He had previ 
ously received “at least 50” threats on his life, 
some of which he turned over to the FBI for 


‘investigation, he added. 


McGinley said the deputies confiscated rec- 
ords of his investigation of at least 400 Com- 
munist cells throughout the country at the 
direction of Robert M. Dvorin, an attorney for 
Suburban who, he said, was president of the 
Linden-Roselle Zionist organization. They left 
behind much valuable equipment in the process, 
he added. 

“I’m only interested in one thing—combating 
Communism,” McGinley said, almost breaking 
down with emotion, ‘and the only difference be- 
tween Zionism and Communism is in the spelling 
of the names.” 

Coplan and Greenberg had testified earlier 
they were instructed to take only personal effects 
that could be sold by the sheriff to satisfy the 
judgment entered against McGinley. When they, 
tried to do that, they said, McGirilley hit them 
and tried to stop them, so they put him under 
arrest 


McGinley denied any obstruction and that 
he had assaulted the pair. He said he had at- 
tempted to get away so he could call police and 
protect himself and his records. 

DEFENSE’S ARGUMENT 

In his summation Thomas Hueston of Eliza- 
beth, defense counsel, said the deputies had the 
right to serve the writ, but not to execute it. He 
said that rather than obstruct the process, Mc- 
Ginley actually had run out of the premises to 
phone the police, to keep from being assassinated 
by Coplan and Greenberg, who were unknown to 
him at the time.
